In  view  of  the  criticisms  of  some  few  ultra-pacifists,  we  deem  it  proper  that  the 
purpose  of  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  be  set  forth.  The  endeavor  of  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  is  to  de- 
velop real  men  and  real  citizens,  mentally  and  morally  as  well  as  physicaly.  During 
their  training,  the  boys  are  subject  to  a  certain  amount  of  discipline  which  teaches 
them  to  do  the  thing  that  ought  to  be  done,  when  it  ought  to  be  done,  whether 
they  want  to  do  it  or  not.  Physical  cleanness  and  neatness  are  stressed.  The 
young  men  are  taught  to  keep  themselves  "physically  strong,  mentally  awake,  and 
morally  straight." 

Some  people  say  that  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  instills  a  love  of  warfare  into  young  men. 
Contrarv  to  this,  they  are  shown  the  horrors  of  warfare.  But  at  the  same  time,  they 
are  given  the  training  which  is  basic  in  the  life  of  the  soldier,  and  which  is  so  val- 
uable to  the  nation  in  times  of  strife.  Wars  are  inevitable  as  long  as  man.  with  all 
his  imperfections,  is  a  part  of  the  universe. 

R.  0.  T.  (",.  training  is  invaluable  to  the  individual,  to  the  school,  to  the  com- 
munity, to  the  city,  and  to  the  nation.  But  its  purposes  and  ideals  can  never  be 
fully  achieved  uitlmut  the  jjroper  co-operation  and  svmpalhv  from  the  homes  of 
America.

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The  1931  Football  Season 


The  bitter  Specter  of  Defeat  swooped  down  upon  the  '"Fighting  Musketeers  "  for 
first  time  in  several  years,  as  the  gods  decreed  that  their  winning  streak  should  break. 
Our  two  coaches.  Albert  Simpson  and  "Bobby"  Gressette.  assistant,  faced  the  1931 
season  willi  the  greenest  material  that  has  ever  presented  itself  for  practice  at  the 
Richmond  Stadium.  With  onlv  three  letter-men  back — Wiegle.  Kessel.  and  \^  ade — 
and  the  toughest  schedule  in  the  history  of  the  Academy,  the  recruits  furnished  a  good 
example  of  the  old  adage.  "W  hv  coaches  turn  grey.""  But.  "'Were  they  downhearted? 
H — 11  no!""  Coaches  and  men  literally  threw  themselves  unsparingly  into  the  effort 
to  build  up  a  winning  team,  and  four  davs  after  practice  had  begun,  regular  scrim- 
mage Iiecame  a  part  of  the  dailv  program.  After  exactly  three  and  a  half  weeks  of 
grinding  into  shape,  the  recruits  had  been  weeded  out.  boiled  down  into  three  team;? 
and  were  "Rarin"  to  go.""  Though  rated  as  the  underdog  in  every  single  gami'  of  the 
season.  Richmond  s  gridiron  machine  never  let  that  worrv  liiem.  and  alwa\s  tackled 
the  opposing  team  with  the  saml;>  tenacitv  which  a  bulldog  exhibits  on  tackling  a  nuub 
larger  and  heavier  foe. 

The  first  on  the  grid  menu  was  B.ewton — I'arker  Inslilute.  which  hailed  Irom 
Alt.  \ Crnoii.  (Georgia.  The  green  and  inexperienced  Richmond  team  outplayed  and 
oulfougiil  their  ()])|)()ncnls  in  everv  phase  of  the  game,  .^coring  twice  in  the  first  half, 
but  as  a  result  of  two  bad  "breaks'".  Brewon-Parker  was  able  to  push  over  two  touch- 
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downs  and  kick  two  goiils  to  leave  the  score  14  to  12  in  their  favor.  The  Cadets 
made  eleven  first  downs  to  B.  P.  I.s  one.  and  gained  262  yards  from  the  scrimmage 
line  to  their  opponent's  54.  thereby  leaving  no  doubt  in  the  mind  as  to  which  was 
the  better  team. 

In  the  second  game  of  the  season,  the  .Musketeers  were  "out  for  blood"'  to  make 
up  for  losing  their  opening  game.  They  overw  helmed  the  \  oung  Harris  College 
team  bv  the  score  of  27  to  6.  and  did  not  have  their  own  goal  line  threatened  but  once. 
The  team  looked  entirely  different  from  the  one  that  played  the  first  game, 
the  blocking  and  tackling  being  much  better.  The  entire  Richmond  team  played  jam- 
up  football  during  every  minute  of  the  game. 

And  then  came  the  first  real  struggle  in  the  form  of  the  Citadel  Freshmen,  led 
bv  "Squash"  Kellv.  a  former  A.  R.  C.  star  tackle.  Although  out-weighed  fifteen 
pounds  to  the  man,  the  Cadets  fought  a  clean,  hard  and  aggressive  game.  Both  teams 
seeni-'d  to  be  over-anxious  in  the  first  quarter,  as  there  were  four  fumbles  in  the  first 
few  minutes  of  plav.  A  titanic  struggle,  it  was  anv  man  s  game  up  until  the  last  few- 
minutes,  when  the  greater  weight  and  experience  of  the  Citadel  team  enabled  them 
to  eke  out  a  13  to  6  victory.  The  Cadets  presented  a  flashy  and  baffling  aerial  attack 
which  gained  yards  almost  at  will.  Kessel  and  Townes  were  the  defensive,  and  Hay- 
den  and  ^  iegle  the  offensive  stars  for  the  Richmond  team. 

In  the  fourth  game,  the  powerful  Madison  Aggies  defeated  the  Purple  and  Gold 
team  to  the  tune  of  59  to  19.     The  little  Richmond  boys  put  up  a  game  fight,  but  thev

were  no  match  for  the  powerful  Madison  team  which  outweighed  them  liom  iO  to  40 
pounds  per  man.  Lsing  a  five-man  interference  wedge.  Madison  was  literally  able 
to  hatter  Richmond  s  lighter  forward  wall  into  pieces.  Jackson  w  as  the  defensive 
star,  oft-times  stopping  Madison  s  plunging  ijacks  single-handed.  Spaulding  anil 
Skinner,  reserve  tackles,  played  during  most  of  the  game.  The  line  pla\ed  well  on  the 
offensive  against  their  heavi^■r  opponents,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  they  opened 
enough  holes  in  the  opposing  line,  for  the  Acatlemy  backs  to  score  19  pt)ints. 

The  next  game  was  with  G.  M.  C.  which  brought  a  team  to  Augusta  that  rivaled 
that  of  Aladison  along  the  lines  of  wleight  plus  experience.  So  this  game  was  merely 
a  repetition  of  last  week  s.  winding  up  with  the  score  .S4-7  in  our  opponents  favor. 
Led  bv  Sikes.  center,  and  '"Red"  Watson,  guard,  two  defensive  stars,  the  h.^avy.  fast- 
charging  G.  M.  C.  team  bottled  up  Richmond  s  running  attack  and  was  almost  able 
to  score  at  will.  Ha\den  and  Force  bore  the  jjrunt  of  th'  attack  in  the  bajkfield, 
while  (!a])tain  Rood  and  Kirbv  made  an  excellent  showing  in  the  line. 

The  sixth  encounter  of  the  season  was  with  a  team  that  more  evenly  matched  the 
purple-and-white-jerseved  team.  It  was  a  hotly  contested  affair,  and  only  a  blocketl 
punt  late  in  the  second  quarter  enabled  the  "Fighting  Irish""  from  Belmont  Abbey  to 
defeat  the  Richmond  Academy,  to  the  close  score  of  7-0.  While  both  teams  exhibited 
powerlul  defensive  plav.  Belmont  had  a  slight  edge  over  the  Musketeers,  who  were 
unable  to  gain  when  a  few  yards  might  have  meant  a  touchdown.  Weigle  s  punting 
kept  the  Richmond  team  out  of  danger  most  ot  the  time.  Richmond  s  real  threat 
came  in  the  last  quarter,  when  a  drive  was  started  that  steadily  hammered  down  the 
field,  until  Belmont  finally  stopped  it  on  their  own  2y-yard  line.  The  game  was  well 
fought  by  both  teams,  and  it  would  have  resulted  in  a  scoreless  tie  except  for  the 
blocked  punt. 

In  the  next  to  the  last  game,  the  Richmond  team  went  down  to  d  deal  !)efore  a 
strong  Carlisle  eleven.  The  home  bovs  put  up  a  plucky  fight,  but  it  was  in  vain.  A 
large  weight  advantage  gave  Carlisle  tlw  odils.  and  the  score  when  the  final  whistle 
blew,  was  26-7.  The  light  .\cademy  team  threw  a  real  scare  into  the  Carlisle  aggre- 
gation by  driving  seventy  yards,  straight  down  the  field  for  a  touchdown  in  the 
first  few  minutes  of  play.  But  the  bantams  could  not  keep  up  this  terrific  pace 
against  their  heavier  opponents,  and  were  not  able  to  score  again.  Fred  Wood  was 
ihe  offensive  star  for  Richmond.  He  led  the  drive  down  the  field  and  smashed  over 
the  goal  line  for  his  team's  only  score. 

x\nd  then  came  the  furkey  Day  clash  with  the  .Academy  s  ancient  foe.  Riverside. 
The  latter  sent  a  hea\\.  tletermined  team  to  do  battle  with  the  "Fighting  Mu.-keteer>  . 
and  to  avenge  the  drubbing  the\  received  last  year,  in  the  Deilication  Game  of  the 
Richmond  Stadium.  The  onlv  opposition  they  met  was  the  best  that  a  battered, 
worn-out  team  could  give,  and  the  game  ended  with  a  19-0  score  in  their  favor.  The 
score,  however,  does  not  tell  the  story  completely.  With  everything  against  them,  it 
was  Richmond's  best  game  of  the  year.  Their  offensiv--  blocking  and  ruimi:ig  and 
their  defensive  tackling  was  lietter  than  at  any  other  game  of  the  season.  They  w?re 
handicapped  by  injuries  in  the  backfield.  Both  W  iegle  and  Force  were  severely 
hurt  and  had  to  be  removed  entirely  from  the  game  at  critical  periods.     Wood  was 
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the  offensive  and  Rood  and  Kessel  were  the  defensive  stars  of  the  game. 

And  thus  the  1931  season  ended.  Some  will  say  that  it  was  unsuccessful  from 
every  standpoint.  They  are  wrong!  Never  in  the  history  of  our  belowd  Institution 
has  there  been  better  spirit  displayed,  on  the  part  of  the  student  body,  the  coaches, 
and  the  members  of  the  team. 

Anybody  can  be  a  good  winner:  it  takes  a  MAN  to  be  a  good  loser.  .\nd  so. 
let  it  ever  be  said  of  the  Team  of  '31:  "They  fousht  to  the  last!"

M.  C.  A.  One  league  was  the 
High  School  League  and  the  other  was  the  Athletic  Club  League.  This  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  playing  two  games  a  week.  Due  to  the  recent  change  in  the  rules 
with  reference  to  the  playing  of  a  combined  J.  C.  A. -A.  R.  C.  team,  it  was  necessary 
to  split  up  the  squad  into  two  groups.     This  also  helped  to  weaken  the  teams. 

All  in  all,  the  season  turned  out  with  much  the  same  result  as  did  the  football 
season — the  Academy  holding  the  small  end  of  the  score.  However,  every  single 
player  gave  "all  he  had"  and  who  could  ask  for  more?

The  1931  track  season  saw  a  new  coach — and  a  good  one — in  charge  of  the  track 
team:  Langston  Bolton.  \^  ith  only  five  last-vear  letter  rrten  back  and  about  twenty- 
five  recruits,  he  had  a  tough  time  building  up  a  winning  team,  but  he  did  it  in  spite 
of  many  handicaps.  The  team,  under  the  captaincy  of  '"Shorty"  Boyd,  certainly  did 
their  part  in  upholding  the  high  standards  of  the  Athletic  teams  of  the  Richmond 
Academy,  even  though  it  was  composed  of  new.  inexperienced  material.  Out  of  the 
five  meets  entered,  the  "Flying  Musketeers"  won  three,  thereby  furnishing  definite 
proof  of  its  superiority. 

The  Academy  would  have  turned  in  quite  a  different  score  in  the  District  Meet 
if  they  had  been  able  to  use  the  Junior  College  members  of  the  team.  But.  as  it  was 
strictly  a  High  School  meet,  only  A.  R.  C.  teamsters  could  compete,  and  of  this  group 
only  three  were  letter-men :  hence  Richmond  did  not  place. 

No  records  were  broken  in  the  track  events,  but  Zic'kgraf  hurled  the  discus  well 
over  114  feet  to  break  Mallards  record  of  105  feet.  4  inches.  Dowling  also  broke 
Mallards  record  in  the  discus,  but  he  did  not  quite  come  up  to  Zickgrafs  mark.

After  a  week  of  hard,  earnest  practice  the  best  of  the  bunch 
of  young  hopefuls  were  divided  up  into  two  teams,  and  the  first  practice  game  was 
held  on  the  Municipal  baseball  diamond.  It  was  a  closely-fought  game,  ending  with 
the  close  score  of  4  to  2  in  favor  of  the  first  string  team.  After  the  game.  Coach 
Simpson  remarked  that  "'I  have  in  the  making  a  stronger  team  tiian  last  vear." 

The  school  team,  from  present  indications,  is  minus  a  first  and  second  baseman 
and  a  shortstop.  Bill  Bell  is  showing  up  well,  and  Coac'h  says  he  might  develop 
into  a  good  short.  The  pitching  staff  is  rich  in  material  this  year.  Those  showing 
up  well  are  Charlie  Boyd.
